According to a Pasadena newspaper, an anonymous group o. 
Sierra Madre residents approached Acting City Manage,' Robert 
M. McCurdy to discuss possible annexation of this city to Pasa¬ 
dena, Mr. McCurdy told the Board of City Directors Tuesday. He 
said the group had requested that he ascertain the city s official 
feeling as to annexation. He then asked the Board for an expression 
of its policy on the matter. 

Director A. I. Stewart opposed the suggested annexation on the 
grounds of cost to Pasadena with relatively small returns in the 
immediate future and also because he believed that there would 
be strong opposition on the part of the citizens of Sierra Madre, 
a sixth class city, to being absorbed into Pasadena and losing its 
identity. 

The Board decided to remain neutral and permit the Sierra Madre 
group to proceed if they desire with neither encouragement or 
discouragement officially by Pasadena. 

The Sierra Madre group either refused to divulge their names 
or requested that they not be used, as City Manager McCurdy 
either did not know or if he did refused to divulge them. 

Mayor Steinberger stated that he had received numerous calls 
from citizens opposed to the proposition, but ,he refused to con¬ 
sider the episode seriously as it would not be good for Sierra 
Madre or Pasadena and local taxes would be higher Instead cl 
lower. 

The NEWS Interviewed several of the city's present and former 
city officials and prominent citizens and it was the unanimous 
opinion that the people of Sierra Madre would never consent to 
the proposition and that it would have but few advantages and 
many disadvantages. 

This anonymous and presumptuous group which appealed to 
Pasadena should In no way be contused with the Sierra Madre 
Property Owners' Association which in this issue of the News gives 
a complete program of their study and research seminar, a program 
of informative lectures by recognized speakers. The A'sociation 
meetings are open to the public and a record of membership 
Is on file.
